Druze  gunners 
shell  Lebanese, 
Christian  troops 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (UPI)  — Druze 
Moslem  gunners  Wednesday  closed 
Beirut  airport  with  a  dawn  artillery 
barrage  and  a  daylong  bombardment 
of  Lebanese  army  and  Christian  mili¬ 
tia  positions  that  raised  fears  of  re¬ 
newed,  all-out  civil  war. 

The  Druze  shells  burst  600-800 
yards  from  the  U.S.  Marines  in  posi¬ 
tions  surrounding  the  airport,  but  a 
spokesman  reported  no  American

In  addition  to  Lebanon’s  domestic 
battles,  fighting  erupted  again  in  the 
afternoon  in  the  northern  port  of  Tri¬ 
poli,  with  a  barrage  of  one  shell  per 
minute  breaking  a  cease-fire  in  the 
Palestinian  factional  fighting. 

The  two  hours  of  salvos  by  Palesti¬ 
nian  rebels  ended  a  nine-day  pause  in 
attacks  by  Syrian-backed  dissidents 
on  Palestine  Liberation  Organization 
leader  Yasser  Arafat  and  his  4,000 
remaining  guerrillas. 

South  of  Beirut,  some  1,000  Shiite 
Moslems  calling  for  “Death  to  U.S.  A. 
—  the  Great  Devil”  marched  on  the 
closed  airport  to  protest  the  Christ¬ 
ian-dominated  government’s  decision 
to  sever  relations  with  Iran. 

A  dawn  burst  of  six  heavy  artillery 


shells  into  the  northern  part  off  the 
airport  forced  the  government  to  can¬ 
cel  flights  until  further  notice. 

The  Marines  did  not  return  fire  af¬ 
ter  the  artillery  barrage  and  there 
was  no  further  shelling  on  them  dur¬ 
ing  the  day,  although  the  Americans 
watched  the  Lebanese  army  and  re¬ 
bels  trading  small  arms  fire  nearby. 

Artillery  exchanges  between  the 
Druze  and  the  army  and  allied  Christ¬ 
ian  forces  continued  throughout  the 
day  and  into  the  night,  with  shells 
sweeping  from  Beirut  to  the  edge  of 
Israeli-occupied  south  Lebanon. 

Official  Beirut  radio  said  one  shell 
hit  a  house  in  the  Christian  village  of 
Kfar  Shima,  just  southeast  of  the 
capital,  killing  a  mother,  father  and 
their  only  child. 

Other  shells  crashed  only  200  yards 
from  the  Israeli  checkpoint  across  the 
Awa.li  River  that  now  forms  the 
Israeli  northern  front  in  Lebanon. 

The  Shiite  march  and  the  Druze 
bombardment  demonstrated  the 
seemingly  unbridgeable  chasm  be¬ 
tween  Lebanon’s  religious  communi¬ 
ties  as  President  Amin  Gemayel  pre¬ 
pared  for  talks  Thursday  with  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  in  Washington. 

Gemayel’s  talks  follow  two  days  of 
discussions  by  Reagan  with  Israeli 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  in 
which  the  two  leaders  agreed  on  new 
military  and  economic  cooperation  be¬ 
tween  their  two  countries.

Freshman  Congressman  Howard 
C.  Nielson,  R-Utah,  gave  mixed  re¬ 
views  Tuesday  night  of  his  first  ses¬ 
sion  of  Congress  at  a  meeting  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Utah  County  Young  Re¬ 
publicans. 

Nielson,  speaking  at  the  Provo  City 
Center,  said  Congress  almost  works 
during  the  first  month  of  the  session. 

“I  was  disappointed  in  the  pace  that 
was  set-there.  It  did  pick  up  by  .the' 
middle  of  the  session,  and  we  were 
very  busy  by  the  end.” 

He  criticized  a  bill  that  combined 
low-cost  housing,  funding  for  the  In¬ 
ternational  Monetary  Fund  and  re¬ 
venue  sharing. 

“There’s  no  way  you  can  vote  for  40 
percent  of  a  bill,”  Nielson  said.  “This 
was,  I  thought,  a  very  poor  way  to 
legislate.” 

Procedure  helped  defeat  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment  when  it  was  rein¬ 
troduced  to  Congress,  he  said.  House 
rules  permitted  no  amendments  to 
the  bill  and  limited  debate  to  20  mi¬ 
nutes  on  each  side. 

Some  congressmen  favoring  the 
ERA  voted  against  it  because  of  the 
House  rules,  he  said.  “That’s  one  case 
where  a  procedure  was  enough  to  de¬ 
feat  a  bill. 

“I  think  we’ve  seen  the  last  of  that 
bill  in  its  present  form,”  he  added.  “I 
hope  so.” 

Nielson  said  phone  bills  will  in¬ 
crease  dramatically  next  year. 

He  blamed  Rep.  John  Dingell,  D- 
Mich.,  chairman  of  the  Commerce 
Subcommittee  on  Energy  and  Power, 
for  the  lack  of  House  action  on  natural 
gas  deregulation. 


When  Dingell’s  bill  failed  in 
mittee,  he  closed  the  meeting  and 
would  not  entertain  other  proposals. 
Nielson  said,  “I  think  Mr.  Dingell  was 
a  bit  petulant. 

“I’m  glad  I’m  on  his  committee  be¬ 
cause  that’s  where  the  action  is,”  he 
added.  “He  grabs  jurisdiction  from 
every  committee  he  can.” 

Nielson  said  he  supports  President 
Reagan’s  policy  on  nuclear  missile 
ftegotiations.  “The  Russians  only 
understand  strength.” 

On  the  Soviets’  walkout  at  the 
negotiations,  he  said,  “I  think  we 
should  call  their  bluff.” 

The  United  States  must  deploy 
medium-range  missiles  in  Europe,  he 
said.  “It’s  necessary  to  have  a  few  so 
that  we  can  have  a  first-strike  capa¬ 
bility.” 

The  congressional  cutoff  of  military 
aid  to  El  Salvador  was  a  mistake, 
Nielson  said,  adding  that  media 
coverage  of  Central  America  has  been 
extremely  biased. 

He  said  he  disagreed  with  Reagan’s 
decision  to  ban  the  press  from  Grena¬ 
da  during  the  American  invasion  of 
the  island. 

“Once  the  invasion  had  taken  place, 
I  saw  no  need  to  ban  the  press,”  Niel¬ 
son  said.  “The  president  is  not  always 
astute.” 

The  Department  of  Education 
should  be  abolished,  he  said,  calling 
for  the  establishment  of  an  indepen¬ 
dent  subcabinet-level  agency. 

He  said  removing  education  from 
the  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  was  a  wise  move.  “The 
‘E’  kind  of  got  squeezed  out  by  the  ‘H’ 
and  ‘W’.” 


Sullivan  executed 
despite  appeals 


STARKE,  Fla.  (UPI)  —  Despite 
an  appeal  for  mercy  from  Pope  John 
Paul  II,  convicted  murderer  Robert 
A.  Sullivan  was  put  to  death  in  Flor¬ 
ida’s  electric  chair  Wednesday.  He 
died  with  a  plea  for  an  end  to  “this 
monster  of  capital  punishment.” 

Sullivan,  who  had  spent  more  time 
on  death  row  than  any  present  in¬ 
mate,  was  killed  by  a  two-minute 
surge  of 2,000  volts  of  electricity  after 
telling  the  24  witnesses,  “I  hold 
malice  to  none.  May  God  bless  us  all.” 

A  final  appeal  to  the  11th  U.S.  Cir¬ 
cuit  Court  of  Appeals  was  turned 
down  at  10:02  a.m.  EST,  the  same 
moment  Sullivan  was  strapped  to  the 
59-year-old  three-legged  electric 
chair  at  the  Florida  State  Prison. 

Gov.  Robert  Graham  in  Tallahas¬ 
see  had  an  open  telephone  line  with 
Prison  Supt.  Richard  Dugger,  and 
was  told  at  10:02  a.m.  that  the  Atlanta 
appeals  court  had  denied  a  stay. 
Eight  minutes  later,  Graham  told 
Dugger,  “There  are  no  stays.  God 
save  us  all.” 

Dugger  signaled  a  hooded  execu¬ 
tioner,  who  turned  a  handle  at  10:11 
a.m. ,  to  send  current  surging  through 
the  chair.  A  rubber  flap  had  been  lo¬ 
wered  over  Sullivan’s  face  but  his 
chest  heaved  and  he  twisted  his 
hands,  resting  on  the  sides  of  the 
chair. 

The  current  was  turned  off  two  mi¬ 
nutes  later  and  Sullivan  was  officially 
pronounced  dead  at  10:16  a.m.  by  Dr. 


Cahn  Nugyun,  the  prison  physician. 

“I  don’t  know  that  there  is  any 
humane  way  to  kill  a  person,”  said 
spokesman  Vernon  Bradford.  “I 
think  it  is  the  law  and  it  has  to  be 
carried  out  and  it  went  very 
smoothly.” 

Graham  had  earlier  turned  down 
the  request  by  the  pope  that  Sulli¬ 
van’s  life  be  spared  for  “humanitarian 
reasons.”

Sullivan  waS  described  as  at  “peace 
with  himself’  by  a  priest  who  visited 
him  Tuesday  night. 

Bradford  said  Sullivan  was  “light¬ 
hearted  and  jovial  when  he  ate  break¬ 
fast  this  morning,  but  when  his  priest 
left  he  was  much  more  somber  about 
the  situation.  % 

Sullivan  was  condemned  for  the 
1973  execution-style  murder  of 
Doqald  Schmidt,  a  39-year-old 
Homestead,  Fla.  ,  motel  manager,  fol¬ 
lowing  a  $2,700  robbery. 

Sullivan  spent  more  than  10  years 
on  death  row  and  had  to  be  executed 
by  noon  Wednesday  or  the  death  war¬ 
rant  would  have  expired,  delaying  the 
process  for  months.

Rates  will  be  slightly  higher  for  larger  complexes 
since  the  probability  of  loss  is  greater,  Robothom 
said. 

The  deductible  amount  is  usually  about  $100,  but 
sometimes  may  be  as  much  as  $250  for  theft  cover¬ 
age,  he  said. 

According  to  police  figures,  the  average  burglary 
job  profits  the  burglar  $644,  so  $100  deductible  is  a 
fair  price,  Robothom  said. 

Grant  Ellingson,  insurance  agent  for  Mutual  of 
Omaha,  said  most  insurance  companies  require 
that  at  least  $6,000  to  $10  thousand  worth  of  prop¬ 
erty  be  covered  under  the  policy. 

There  are  also  certain  limits  to  what  may  be 
covered,  Robothom  said.  Usually,  a  company  will 
only  protect  about  $500  of  jewelry,  $100  of  money, 
$1,000  of  guns  and  $1,000  of  silverware. 

“This  is  virtually  the  same  type  of  coverage 
homeowners  get,”  Robothom  said. 

Ellingson  said  it  is  a  good  idea  for  renters  to  have 
a  list  of  all  their  property,  including  serial  numbers 
and  dates  of  pin-chase  to  aid  the  insurance  company 
if  anything  is  lost.  “Also,  it  never  hurts  to  have  a 
picture.” 

Harold  Reed,  director  of  on-campus  housing, 
suggested  that  students  check  whether  they  are 
covered  under  their  parents’  homeowner  policy  be¬ 
fore  they  buy  a  tenant  policy. 

Common  sense 

If  students  do  not.  wish  to  purchase  insurance, 
there  are  several  common  Sense  measures  they 
may  take  to  protect  themselves  and  their  property. 
One  is  locking  doors  and  windows. 

Craig  Geslison,  crime  prevention  police  officer, 
said  most  burglaries  occur  when  homes  are  left 
open. 

He  said  protection  can  be  raised  through  a 
Neighborhood  Watch. 

Statistics  printed  by  the  Utah  Council  on  Crimin¬ 
al  Justice  Administration  indicate  that  vandalism, 
burglary,  assault  and  violent  crimes  in  Utah  have 
diminished  by  about  35  percent  in  areas  where 
Neighborhood  Watch  programs  are  functioning. 

Implementing  a  Watch  program  may  be  difficult 
for  students  because  of  yearly  moves,  Geslison 


said,  but  problems  can  be  overcome. 

“It  is  feasible  for  students,”  he  said.  “Just  go  to 
your  neighbors  and  tell  them  you  are  interested  in  a 
Watch.  Usually  everyone  else  is  interested,  too.  It 
just  requires  someone  to  take  the  initial  step.” 

He  said  a  good  program  includes  12  to  20  homes 
or  apartments.  If  it  is  bigger,  the  needed  proximity 
is  lost.  If  it  is  smaller,  a  good  lookout  cannot  be 
kept. 

Anyone  interested  in  starting  a  Neighborhood 
Watch  may  contact  Geslison  at  375-1822. 

Besides  neighborhood  cooperation,  people  can 
take  measures  on  their  own  to  prevent  theft. 

Changing  locks  is  wise  because  a  tenant  never 
knows  if  previous  residents  still  have  a  key,  said 
Chief  Swen  C.  Nielsen  of  the  Provo  Police. 

Strangers  should  never  be  admitted  into  an 
apartment,  few  valuables  should  be  stored  in  the  . 
apartment  and  mail  should  not  be  allowed  to 
accumulate  in  the  mailbox,  indicating  the  tenant  is 
gone,  he  said. 

Nielsen  said  single  women  should  place  initials  on 
their  mailboxes  instead  of  full  names  or  courtesy 
titles,  such  as  Miss  or  Mrs. 

Leaving  a  light  and  the  radio  on  when  gone  are 
also  good  ideas,  he  said. 

Utah  Hands  Up,  a  society  to  prevent  crime,  sug¬ 
gests  purchasing  a  burglar  alarm  and  marking  valu¬ 
ables  with  an  electroengraver. 

Two,  types  of  burglar  alarms  are  available:  space 
and  sound  detection  systems,  and  physical  contact 
systems.  The  society  said  the  first  kind  is  better, 
but  the  second  kind  is  less  expensive. 

Permission 

Most  landlords  will  allow  the  installation  of  bet¬ 
ter  lighting,  new  locks,  peep  holes  and  alarms,  pro¬ 
vided  the  tenant  gains  permission  first  because 
sometimes  the  landlords  prefer  to  install  the  de¬ 
vices  themselves.  This  is  to  insure  the  job  is  done 
correctly. 

Connie  Manwell,  manager  of  Monticello  Apart¬ 
ments,  said  she  checks  to  make  sure  the  device  is 
the  right  kind  and  installed  in  the  right  place.

Emma  discussed  in  forum 


Emma  Hale  Smith,  wife  of  Joseph  Smith  Jr.  who  founded  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  may  not  have  been 
as  supportive  of  her  husband  as  former  publications  have  sug- ' 


What  other  people  have  said  about  Emma  and  letters  she 
wrote  to  her  husband  and  son  was  the  topic  of  a  lecture  given 
Tuesday  night  by  Valeen  Tippets  Avery  and  Linda  King  Newell. 

Avery  spoke  on  “Emma  in  Her  Own  Words.”  Newell’s  talk  was 
titled,  “In  others’  Words,  Emma:  Contemporary  and  Historical 
Views  of  Emma  Hale  Smith.” 

Newell  and  Avery  spent  eight  years  writing  a  biography  on 
Smith. 


The  first  part  of  the  lecture  discussed  how  publications  have 
built  Emma  up  as  being  almost  perfect.  Yet  other  people  said  she 
had  a  hard  time  in  her  marriage  and  with  many  of  the  things  her 
husband  did.  There  were  rumors  for  both  sides. 

“Val  and  I  set  out  to  trace  every  rumor  about  Emma  Smith,” 
Newell  said.  She  then  spoke  on  Emma’s  opposition  to  plural 
marriage. 

In  speaking  to  a  Relief  Society  group ,  Emma  warned  of  the  evil 


of  plural  marriage  that  was  creeping  into  the  church.  She  later 
found  out  her  husband  was  practicing  it,  Newell  said.  She  never 
admitted  to  her  children,  however,  that  Joseph  had  been  in¬ 
volved  in  the  practice. 

Newell  said  Emma  never  spoke  out  against  her  husband  in 
front  of  others.  “She  preferred  to  keep  her  personal  problems 
private.” 

Avery  read  letters  Emma  had  written  to  her  first  and  second 
husband  and  her  son  Joseph  Smith  III.  She  always  signed  the 
letters  with  some  affectionate  phrase  of  endearment. 

“Emma  and  Joseph  had  a  difficult  marriage,”  Avery  said.  She 
was  his  business  partner,  confidant,  doctor  and  nurse  besides 
being  a  wife  and  mother. 

In  1869,  when  Emma  was  64  years  old,  she  wrote  a  letter  to  her 
oldest  son  telling  him  she  hoped  the  missionaries  sent  to  Utah 
from  the  Re-Organized  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints  would  endure  the  abuse  they  would  get  from  “Brigham 
and  his  ites.” 

In  her  later  years,  Emma  never  spoke  against  the  church  her 
first  husband  founded  or  seemed  to  have  bitter  feelings  toward 
it,  Newell  said. 


Shamir  skeptical  of  withdrawal 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  Israeli  Prime 
Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  said  Wednesday 
that  Lebanese  President  Amin  Gemayel 
“will  not  succeed”  in  any  attempt  to  alter 
the  U.S. -brokered  Lebanon  troop  with¬ 
drawal  agreement. 

Shamir  made  the  comment  just  hours 
before  Gemayel  was  due  to  arrive  in 
Washington  to  seek  an  end  to  the  negotiat¬ 
ing  deadlock  that  has  led  to  a  continuing 
series  of  factional  battles  that  have 
brought  his  battered  country  close  to  col- 


Gemayel,  in  meetings  with  President 
Reagan  and  Secretary  of  State  George 
Shultz  Thursday,  is  expected  to  ask  that 
the  agreement  for  the  withdrawal  of 
Israeli,  Syrian  and  Palestinian  forces  be 
reopened  or  discarded  so  he  can  open  talks 
with  the  Syrians  about  the  withdrawal  of 
their  forces. 

Shultz  mediated  the  May  17  agreement 
between  Lebanon  and  Israel.  Israeli  with¬ 
drawal  was  made  contingent  on  Syrian 
withdrawals  but  Syria  has  refused  to 
budge  or  even  negotiate  with  Lebanon  un¬ 


til  the  May  17  agreement  is  discarded. 

Asked  about  possible  changes  in  the 
agreement  to  give  Gemayel  some  nego¬ 
tiating  room  with  Syria,  Shamir  said:  “If 
he  really  wants  to  make  any  changes,  I  can 
assure  him  he  will  not  succeed.  Agree¬ 
ments  signed  by  countries  are  not  signed 
to  be  changed. 

“The  negotiations  were  difficult  and  not 
easy  and  we  have  made  many  concessions. 
The  agreement  is  the  only  basis  for  Israeli 
withdrawal  from  Lebanon,  which  has  to 
come  simultaneously  with  withdrawal  of 
all  foreign  forces  from  Lebanon.  I  don’t 
think  Israel  or  the  United  States  will  take 
a  one-way  decision  to  change  something  in 
the  agreement,”  Shamir  told  reporters  at 
the  National  Press  Club. 

AU.S.  official,  briefing  reporters  at  the 
White  House  on  the  forthcoming  Gemayel 
talks,  said:  “The  fact  is  that  the  Lebanese 
have  been  trying  to  talk  to  the  Syrians 
about  the  terms  under  which  Syria  would 
be  willing  to  withdraw.  We’re  talking  ab¬ 
out  negotiations  and  terms  of  with¬ 
drawal.” 


Shamir  said  the  strategic  cooperation 
agreement  negotiated  between  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  and  Israel  announced  Tuesday 
will  serve  to  bring  pressure  on  the  Syrians 
to  withdraw  from  Lebanon. 

Reagan  and  Shamir  agreed  to  set  up  a 
joint  military  committee  to  discuss  joint 
military  exercises  and  planning  and  the 
stockpiling  of  U.S.  military  equipment  in 
Israel. 


“Syria  can  and  must  be  persuaded  that 
its  designs  on  Lebanon  will  not  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  take  place,”  Shamir  said. 

Israeli  Defense  Minister  Moshe  Arens, 
who  accompanied  Shamir  to  Washington, 
said  U.S. -Israeli  cooperation  could  take 
the  form  of  combined  military  operations 
against  Syria. 

Arens  told  reporters,  “If  there  were  to 
be  a  military  challenge  from  the  Syrians, 
then  we  would  have  to  sit  down”  with  U.S. 
officials  and  discuss  it. 

Saudi  Arabian  Ambassador  Prince  Ban¬ 
dar  bin  Sultan  criticized  the  new  Israeli- 
U.S.  agreement. 


Lavelle  perjury  trial  closes

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  The  pro¬ 
secution  closed  its  case  against  Rita 
Lavelle  Wednesday  by  charging  she 
lied  to  Congress  about  mishandling 
the  EPA’s  toxic  waste  cleanup  prog¬ 
ram  to  protect  her  relationship  with 
“big  money”  in  California. 

But  defense  attorney  James  Bier- 
bower,  in  final  arguments  at  Miss 
Lavelle’s  perjury  trial,  contended  the 
fired  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  Superfund  chief  “didn’t  try  to 
deceive  anybody”  in  sworn  state¬ 
ments  to  congressional  subcommit¬ 
tees  earlier  this  year. 

He  acknowledged,  however,  that 
she  may  have  “made  a  mistake”  in  her 
testimony  to  Congress. 

“Her  memory  may  not  have  been 
perfect,  but  she  was  not  lying,”  he 
said.  r- 


The  jury  of  10  women  and  two  men 
prepared  to  begin  deliberations,  sift¬ 
ing  through  six  days  of  testimony 
from  some  30  witnesses,  including  514 
hours  of  testimony  from  Miss  Lavelle 
on  Monday  and  Tuesday. 

Closing  arguments  ended  Wednes¬ 
day  with  a  dramatic  oration  by  Justice 
Department  prosecutor  William  Hen¬ 
dricks.  He  told  the  jury,  “Someone’s 
lying  to  you,”  and  described  Miss 
Lavelle’s  testimony  as  “patently  ridi¬ 
culous,”  and  “not  worthy  of  belief.” 

Miss  Lavelle,  35,  emphatically  de¬ 
nied  On  the  witness  stand  that  she 
ever  perjured  herself  in  congressional 
testimony,  used  Superfund  for  poli¬ 
tical  purposes  or  was  involved  in  a 
conflict  of  interest  with  her  former 
employer,  Aerojet-General  Corp.  of 
California.

“They  need  a  year  or  two  to  adjust  —  it’s  hard  to  reach  expectations 
all  at  once.  He’ll  be  good,  but  let’s  not  spoil  him  before  he  ripens.” 

This  was  echoed  by  BYU’s  former  basketball  coach,  Frank  Arnold, 
and  BYU  Assistant  Coach  Roger  Reid. 

There  can  be  no  question  the  pressures  and  adjustment  to  university 
life  are  substantial.  When  you  add  the  demands  of  major  college 
athletics  and  the  expectations  of  thousands  of  fans,  the  pressure  be¬ 
comes  almost  unbearable. 

Concern  for  these  pressures  has  led  to  a  proposal  to  resurrect  an  old 
NCAA  rule  prohibiting  varsity  play  by  freshman  athletes. 

Newspaper  sports  writers  and  TV  sportscasters  are  now  being 
accused  of  putting  undue  pressures  on  our  fragile  athletes.  Both 
Arnold  and  Reid  called  for  the  fans  to  be  “enthusiastic,  be  supportive, 
but  be  patient.” 

Many  of  us  would  agree,  though  fans  sometimes  become  irrational  in 
demanding  victory  at  all  costs. 

However,  the  irony  is  that  it  is  the  coaches  not  the  press  who  control 
the  amount  of  time  a  player  spents  on  the  court.  If  any  should  “be 
patient”  it  should  be  the  coaches. 

The  responsibility  rests  on  the  shoulders  of  the  coaches  and  the 
player.  They  alone  know  his  limitations,  and  his  ability  to  bear  up 
under  the  pressures  of  university  life.  Coaches  and  the  players  need  to 
be  realistic.  If  starting  a  player  in  his  freshman  year  is  going  to  harm 
him  in  the  long  run,  then  coaches  should  make  decisions  accordingly.  If 
not,  then  the  NCAA  should  reinstate  the  rule  prohibiting  freshman 
players  from  varsity  play.

California  members 
are  living  gospel  too! 


About  the  only  thing  at  BYU  as  regular  as  tui¬ 
tion  increases  is  the  storm  of  complaints  it  draws 
from  irate  students. 

Every  fall  semester  the  administration 
announces  the  increase,  and  immediately  after 
students  begin  to  complain  about  the  spiraling 
costs  of  schooling  at  BYU. 

Certainly  no  student  enjoys  tuition  increases 
year  after  year.  But  when  all  is  said  and  done, 
getting  a  college  degree  at  BYU  is  still  a  bargain. 

A  recent  story  in  the  June  issue  of  Money  maga¬ 
zine  discussed  some  of  the  most  inexpensive 
schools  in  the  country.  One  of  the  private  universi¬ 
ties  mentioned  was  BYU. 

“One  of  the  best  buys  in  higher  education  is 
Brigham  Young  University  in  Provo,  Ut&h. 
Almost  all  of  the  25,100  undergraduates  are  Mor¬ 
mons  who  are  charged  only  $3,400  a  year  for  tui¬ 
tion,  room  and  board — non-Mormons  pay  an  addi- 
-  and  the  religious  influence  is  perva- 


The  story  also  mentions  several  other  private 
schools  that  are  comparatively  inexpensive. . 
Loyola  University  charges  $6,250  for  tuition  and 
room  and  board;  DePaul  in  Chicago  charges  $7,548 
for  tuition  and  room  and  board ,  and  the  U  niversity 
of  Dallas  costs  $6,020  per  year. 

Even  with  the  announced  increase,  the  tuition 
at  BYU  next  year  will  only  be  $700  per  semester 
— an  increase  of  4. 5  percent  over  this  year’s  cost  of 
$670  per  semester.  The  total  expenses  for  one  year 
will  still  remain  under  $4,000.  That  is  still  substan¬ 
tially  less  than  the  costs  of  attending  other  private 
colleges  or  universities  —  even  those  that  are 
considered  inexpensive. 

In  fact,  at  many  schools  across  the  country,  the 
tuition  for  one  semester  is  more  than  the  total 
expenses  at  BYU  for  an  academic  year. 

For  instance,  the  tuition  at  Columbia  is  $4,410 
per  semester,  at  Stanford  approximately  $4,500.

Provo’s  got  it,  get  it  —  lung  disease!  Maybe  the  air 
quality  in  Provo  is  not  enough  to  give  a  person  lung  dis¬ 
ease,  but  it  does  present  a  danger  to  persons  with  respira¬ 
tory  problems,  and  it  should  be  monitored  carefully. 

Recently  it  was  reported  that  pollution  in  Provo  is 
worse  than  in  Salt  Lake  City.  However,  the  problem  was 
not  discovered  earlier,  because  the  sampling  device  was  in 
the  wrong  place;  it  was  located  50  feet  above  the  ground 
where  pollution  concentrations  are  lower. 

If  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  requires  that 
samplings  be  taken  at  head-level,  then  why  was  the  device 
placed  so  high  above  the  sidewalk?  Furthermore,  why  are 
the  samplings  being  taken,  if  nothing  seems  to  be  done  to 
improve  the  air? 

A  stage-one  carbon  monoxide  alert  was  declared  for  the 
Provo  area  in  October.  The  readings  taken  from  the  mis¬ 
placed  Provo  monitor  exceeded  the  national  standard.  It 
would  be  interesting  to  know  what  the  readings  would 
have  shown  if  the  monitor  had  been  closer  to  the  ground. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  real  problem  is  not  with 
the  monitoring  station  but  with  the  lack  of  an  auto  emis¬ 
sions  inspection  program  being  put  into  gear.  After  all,  it 
is  auto  exhuast  that  causes  high  carbon  monoxide  and 
ozone  pollution.  But  big  industry  should  not  be  over¬ 
looked;  it  definitly  has  an  impact  on  the  quality  of  the  air. 

Major  industries,  including  auto  makers,  could  be  given

some  kind  of  incentive  to  assist  in  improving 
air,  at  the  same  time  keeping  efficiency  in  mine 
As  is  the  case  with  so  many  other  problems  in  the 
natural  environment,  the  concern  for  cost  always  domin¬ 
ates  what  is  to  be  done,  which  is  usually  next  to  nothing. 
No  one  seems  to  care  enough  about  long  range  effects. 


Only  in  recent  years  has  air  pollution  become  so  bad  that 
people  are  suffering  from  its  influence.  Something  must  be 
done  now  before  it  gets  worse.  Too  Often  people  wait  for  a 
disaster  before  doing  anything  about  it.  It  appears  to 
many  that  things  will  work  out  by  themselves  in  the  end. 
That’s  not  the  case. 

Too  much  talk  and  not  enough  action  is  what  it  boils 
down  to.  On  the  other  hand,  maybe  there  isn’t  enough  talk 
and  as  a  result  people  don’t  know  what  is  happening  and 
therefore  don’t  do  anything. 


But  ignorance  is  not  an  excuse.  Sure,  there  are  other 
problems  facing  this  planet’s  inhabitants,  but  everyone 
needs  air  to  breathe.  Air  pollution  should  not  be  just  the 
environmentalists’  concern,  but  everyone’s  concern. 

Obviously  the  problem  cannot  be  solved  overnight,  but 
action  shouldn’t  be  put  off  any  longer.  Besides,  it’s  much 
nicer  to  smell  the  fresh  air  after  a  rainfall  than  to  smell  the 
pollution.
